PREACHER WAS KILLED 
AT ONE OF HIS CHURCHES 


He Left Home to Begin Kevival 
Meeting and All Trace Was 
Lost Until Charred Bits of 
His Body Were Found in 
Church Stove.

Detroit, Mich., January 6.—The dis- 
membered body of Rev. John J. Car- 
michael, a Methodist minister, was 
found today partially consumed by fire 


hree churches near Columbus in the 
southwesterm part of St. Clair county. 

Investigation was begun at once to 
clear away @ temporary uncertainty as 
to the identity of the victim, and to 
obtain clews regarding the murderer. 
and the motive for the crime. 

Identification of the dead clergyman 
was soon effected by Orville Lindsay, 
who was sent to the church far that 
purpose by Mrw. Carmichael, who had 
been in great distress since her husband 
failed to return home as expected last 
evening, arid who surmised that the 
minister was the victim ag soon as she 
heard the report that some one had 
been murdered in the Columbus church. 

No Clue to Murderer. 

But clues of the murderer and his 
motive were more difficult to obtain. 
There was a rumor that a strange 
man had left @ train at Hickey late 
in the afternoon, and had been direct- 
ed to the Columbus church, and there 
were other rumors indicating that two 
men were implicated in the crime. The 
fact that several ooins were found in 
the clothing of the dead man, and in 
the ashes in the stoves precluded the 
theory of robbery, and at the time of 
his death it was not known that the 
murdered minister had an enemy in the 
world. 


Rev, Carmichael had been in Michi- | 


@an about ten yeare, and for two years 
had been pastor of the three churches 
at Columbus, Adair and China. With

The appellees demurred, stating that

The court below sustained the demur- 
rer and enjoined the enforcement of the 


-frelght charges, pending an investiga- 


tion and determination of the reason- 
ableness of the rates involved by the 
interState commerce commission. 

Judge McCormick, in delivering the 
opinion of the court, says’ that the bill 
in this case presents for necessary con- 
sideration the proper construction of the 
act to regulate commerce, and, there- 
fore, the jurisdiction of the court does 
not rest solely upon G@iversity of citi- 
zenship of the parties. The court con- 
cludes that the sound construction of the 
defendant of the acts to regulate com- 
merce as amended and now in force 
necessarily forbid the exercise of the

Mobue, Ala., January 6.—A vacant 
house in’ the southwestert! part of the 
city was destroyed by fire tonight. Some 
persons passed a grocery store half a 
mile distant and aroused the neighbor- 
l:00d by crying fire. The proprietor and 
cthers left the store, merely closing 
the door, to assist at the fire. When the 
proprietor returned he found that his

Waved to Children. 

He waved his hand affectionately to 
a group of children as he drove out of 
the village of Adairsand from that mo.

Myron Brown, who lives near the 
scene of the tragedy, was the first to 
discover the crime today. /While he 
Was waiting at the cross-roads to keep 


an appointment the cold wind drove 
him to seek shelter in the church. He 


unlocked and,upon opening them was 
terrified to see the church floor, the 
pews and even the communion table 
daubed with bloog-.and fragments of 
bloody clothing scattered all around. 
Evidently thé clergyman, who was 56 
years old, and of athletic build, had 
made a terrific struggle for -his life. 
He Filed to His Home. 


Without investigating further, Brown 
fled to his home, where he had a key 
to the church. He returneg and lock- 
ed the doors and hurried to the village 
of Hickory, from which place he noti- 
fled the sheriff's office at Port Huron. 

The authorities, on their arrival at the 
church, fowhd parts of the disembered 
body in the two stoves located respec- 
tively at the front and rear, and dis- 
covered in one stove the head of what 
was apparently a new hatched, the han- 
dle of which had been burned off. A 
dirk was also found in the church, and 
it is belJeved that the dirk served for 
the murder, while the hatched was used 
to cut the body to pieces. 

The minister's horse was found today 
tied to a tree in the village of Piney 
River, the dead man’s overcoat being 
discovered in the buggy. 

Pine River is a small village near 
Thornton, on the main line of the Grand 


from the scene of the murder. 
Act of Pervert, 


The belief is growing that the 
butchering of the unoffending preach- 
er was the act of a pervert, as there 
is no indication whatever of any mo- 
Give for the crime, aside from an over- 
powering, lust for ‘hlood. It has been 
pointed out that the Carmichael tragedy 
occurred within two miles of the place, 
where, a few years ago, John Staley 
was found murdered. The mystery of 
Staley‘s death was never solved. He 
was founded dead in a culvert, with his 
back riddled by shof, slugs, bullets and 
various bits of scrap metal. Thd@ au- 
thorities are tracing the movements of 
the half-witted- man, who lives in the 
district where the crime was committed. 
They aré, at the same time, following 
the clue regarding the stranger who 
arrived at Hickey yesterday, and was 
directed to the Columbus Church. 

Identified by Spectacles. 


One of the principal means of iden- 
tification of the minister’s mutilated 
body was his spectacles, found in a case 
marked with his name and lying among 
the blood-stained -fragments of his 
clothing, on the floor of the church. 

Dr. Hanson, of Port Huron, the scounty 
physician, who accompanied Sheriff 
Wagenseil and Prosecutor Brown to the 
scene of the murder, took charge of 
the bones found in the stove. Dr. Han- 
son said tonight that while the trunk 
of the body was comparatively little 
burned, the only bones of the limbs

Bitter Attack on Governor of 
Tennessee Made by Attorney 
Rice Pierce, 


KILLING OF CARMACK 
MENTIONED BY PIERCE 


So Bitter Was the Attorney in His 
Attack on the Governor That 
Judge Jones Interfered. 
Pierce Says Patterson 
Bribed Witnesses to 
Commit Perjury. 


Union City, Tenn., Januafy 6.—After 
a bitter attack upon the governor of 
the state and-an attempt to bring the 
killing of former United States Senator 
Edward Carmack into the night rider 
case, late this afternoon, Rice Pierce, 
eenior counsel for the accused night rid- 
ers, was reprimanded by Judge Jones. 
Mr. Pierce was preparing to close, and 
was discussing the testimony of 
Fehringér, Hogg and Morris, the three 
night, riders, who turned state’s evi- 
dences He launched into a violent de- 
numciation of Governor Patterson. 

Attacks Governor. 

“The governor of the state, after 
sending an army into Obion county to 
trample upon the rights of the people, 
to snatch honest men from their homes, 
and bully them and abuse them, then 
offers a reward of ten thousand dol- 
larg for the arrest of Rankin’s mur- 
derers,” said Pierce. ‘‘Now, I do not 
approve of crimes. I denounce mur- 
der, whether it is a cowardly assassi- 
nation on the streets or our capital 
eity or any equally cowardly murder 
on the banks of Reelfoot lake. But, I 
submit that all men are equal before 
the law, and the man or..men who 
assassinated Carm are entitled to 
no better treat than those who 
killed Rankin. 

Hired to Perjure Themselves. 

“After filling Obion county with the 
anny and abusing Its citizens, what 
|does Patterson do, this governor of the 
state? He sends for Frank Féehringer 
and Herschel Hogg and Wad Morris 
and he brings them to perjure them- 
selves to send honest men-to the gal- 
lows,”’ 

Several times the attorney repeated 
the charge, and then Judge Jones sala: 

“The court does not believe that the 
judiciary should permit to pass unno- 
ticed this assault upon the chief execu- 
tive of the state. There is nothing in 
the testimony to sustain counsel’s 
charges. The witnesses swore repeat- 
edly that what Governor Patterson told 
them was that if they would tell the 
truth he would give them an uncodndi- 
tional pardon and see that they got 
out of the country. In no way itis it in 
evidence that he offered them pardon to 
‘turn up’ Or involve any one in the 
murder.”’ 

Bribed Witnesses. 

“But,” retorted Pierce, “‘those wit- 
nesses, or one of them at least, swore 
that if Patterson had not offered him 
the pardon, he would not have made the 
confession. Just what else he offered 
them, I do not know, but I believe I 
have a right to say he bribed the wit- 
nesses to perjure themselves.” 

‘‘Mar. Pierce,” again said tne court, 
“those remarks are highly improper, and 
the court will not permit you to make 
them.”’ 

“Gentlemen (to the jury): 
nothing in evidence upon which 
charge against the governor can 
based.” 

Mr. Pierce had spoken nearly two 
hdurs when the Incident Nappened. The 
court adjourned a few moments later 
until tomorrow, with two hours’ of 
time still to the defense’s credit. The 
case should go to the jury _— 3 p. 
m. Thursday.

STATE EOES 
D BUY FARNS 


FOR THE PENITENTIARY 


At Meeting It Was Determined to 
Buy Two Farms Right Away. 
One Will Be for White Re- 
formatory, Other for 
White Convicts, 


7 


The state prison commission is. going 
to buy two farms for penitentiary. and 
reformatory purposes, and it is going to 
buy them right away. 

This course was decided upon yester- 
Gay following the conference between 
the members of the commission © and 
Governor Hoke Smith, held in the gov- 
ernor's office. 

Governor Smith informed the commis- 
Sion that the state would have on hand 
for the support and maintenance of the 
convicts within a sbort time now ap- 
proximately $250,000. This fund is to 
come from the near beer taxes for 1908 
and 1909, many of which have already 
been paid, and from a balance left 
from the appropfiation made by the 
legislature for the support of con- 
victs. ’ 

~ No White Convicts on Roads, 

One of these farms will be used for 
the confinement and working of the 
white penitentiary convicts, something 
over 300 in number. 

The commission has practically reach- 
ed definite decision that it will not put 
any of the white convicts on the public 
roads. ‘The counties do not want them 
and the-commission thinks {it will be bet- 
ter to maintain them on a farm apart 
to themselves. 

For this purpose the commission wants 
a farm of 6,000 to 6,000 acres, location 
rot specified, which must be good land 
and offered at a price within reason. 

The present state farm in ‘Baldwin 
county will be used for the confinement 
of such negro convicts as cannot be 
worked on the roads. 

*Farm for. Reformatory. 

Thg second farm, which the commis- 
sion proposes to buy also, just as soon 
as it can make arrangements to that 
end, is to be jocated somewhere in mid- 
dle Georgia, and must be one of 1,000 
to 1,800 acres. 

On thig farm will be located the state 
reformatory for white boys, while the 
present reformatory in Baldwih county 
will be used for negro boys. 

Will Buy Immediately. « 

The prison commission wants to bay 
these two farms. immediately, The 
commission has already received severa!

CLAIMS ANOTHER VICTIM 


Negro Fincher Succumbs to Pel- 
lagra at Grady Hospital—tis 
Fourth Victim, 

Another death from pellagra, or the 
cornbread disease, has been marked up 
on thé records at the Grady hospital. 

The last death is that of A. J. Fincher, 
@ negro farmer, 26 years of age, who, 
it is stated, resided at Meansville, Ga. 
This was the first negro case that has 
come to the attention of the hospital 
aufhorities. Fincher had been at. the 
institution something like a month, and 
Was rational almost up to the point of 
death. His body was terribly scarred 
vy the marks of this terrible disease. 

The death of Fincher is the fourth 
death from the disease at the Grady, 
and is the sixth treated, three white 
women receding Fincher. The Grady 
staff were among the first of the medical 
profession in this section to encounter 
and diagnose the terrible peilagra, and 
they have made a careful study of its 
unde@ying causes and ultimate effects. 

The disease is said to have started 
in Asda, and to result from the use of 
corn not properly ripened or cooked. Pe)- 
legra is one of the hardest of the 
known diseases to combat, and it is said 
to “4 rapidly spreading throughout the 
south.

Paris, January 6—‘Count” Louis 
Hamon, formerly known in America 
and Burope as ‘‘Cheiro, the palmist,’’ 
and before that as plain John Warner, 
is a fugitive from France tonight, and 
the entire American and Pnglish colony 
1s; discussing One of the most meteoric 
and mysterious careers which ever daz- 
zled Parisian eocicty. 

Hamon is charged with embezzlement, 
and his sumptuous offices, where he 
edited a newapaper called The American 
Register, and conducted a bank and 
other enterprises, to which Americans 
loaned capital, are bare and empty, 
scores of creditors having descended and 
seized everything. 

Accused by Women. 

The complainants against Hamon. are 
Mrs. Julia P. Newell and Miss Josephine 
Pomeroy, formerly of New York, but 
now residents of Paris, who declare they 
turned over to Hamon stocks to the 
value of $500,000, on which Hamon 
agreed to raise a loan through London 
banks of $150,000. They allege, how- 
ever, that Hamon neither negotiated the 
loan nor returned the stock, in conse- 
quence of which they began a criminal 
action against the Hamon bank. 

An examining magistrate opened an 
investigation, after which, according to 
Hamon’s secretary, 'Hamom learning 
that warrant was about to be issued 
for his arrest, left for London. 

Since he arrived ip Paris in 
when he transformed himself from 
“Chetro, the palmist,’’ to “Count 
Hamon,” he hag had easy access to so- 
clety. One of his special frends was a 
man known as “Abbe de La Fresnaye,”’ 
whose scholarly and agreeable manner 
secured for him entry into most exclu- 
Sive «circles. It was the “Abbe” who 
presented Hamon everywhere and intro- 
duced him to Mrs. Newell and mane 
others, with whom ater he had bus- 
iness dealings. 

He Arranged Marriages. 


There are reports that.Hamon and his 
friends, as the result of their high 
connection, were able to “arrange’’ 
many marriages among people of high 
standing in the Anglo-American colony. 

Everybody talked of the mysterious 
“Count” Hamon, his dashing manners, 
his horses, his vast business ventures 
and of his bank and his society paper. 

But Hamon’'s life before he’ came to 
Paris was a great mystery. It was 
known that he had been “Cheiro, the 
palmist,’’ who, it was said, had ac- 
quired vast sums of money in England 
and America, but how he had acquired 
the title ‘‘count” was not known, nor 
did that fact cause much anxiety.

The report of General Secretary Craw- 
ford Jackson took up first the work 
to stop arrests of children and says in 
part:

ficer Gloer’s reports that there wag !95 
decrease in arrests among juveniles dur- 
ing the year 1906 as compared with 
1907. 
“On April 2, the committee on. legisia- 
tion, with James L, Anderson as chair- 
man, began actively to work for legis- 
istion on behalf of bills. Steps look- 
ing to this desired legislation will, it ‘is 
hoped, more fruitful at the next 
session of the legislature; though it is 
quite evident that the association, by 
sending out a large number of signed 
communications and explanatory litera- 
ture, assisted in the passage of the 
juvenile court bill, which was fima)ly 
adopted by the legisiature as the com- 
mittee’s substitute. The number of let- 
ters and pamphlets sent out was 2,695. 
Conferences were held with legislators, 
speeches made before several legislative 
committees; several addresses made be. 
fore a joint session of the house and 
senate in the house of representatives 
on June 30, as well as seven education- 
al railies in as many churches in the 
city on the preceding Sunday, June 28. 
This involved an expenditure of about 
$1,340 in these several ways.

“The states which have been assisted 
and are now being assisted in securing 
adequate legislation are Alabama, Ark- 
ansas, Florida, Georgia, North Carolina, 
South: Carolina, Mississippi, Tennessee 
and Virginia. In the first named state 
effective service has been rendered by 
Colonel D. S, Hausman, one of otr 
officials in Montgomery; by Judge 
Fagin, president of the association 
formed by the eral secretary in Bir- 
mingham. In Little Rock, Ark., Senator 
Oldman, who presided at a mass meet- 
ing, pledged himself to draw a juvenile 
court and probation dill and push the 
same. In Florida, Senator Hudson, Of 
Miami, has drawn a bill In North 
Carolina, Judge Pritchard, of the fed- 
eral court, who presided at a mass meet- 
ing in Asheville, was apreinted chair- 
man of the committee to draw a bill for 
that state. Associations formed in 
Greensboro, Raleigh and other cities, as- 
sisted. According to OU. C. Wyson, the 
state reformatory school in North Caro. 
lina has come into existence, not only 
since the campaign carried on in the 
leading cities in that state, but as the 
result to a great extent of such cam- 
aign. In South Carolina, Hon. L. O. 

atterson, Dr. J. L. Mann and Colonel 
Jamés A. McCwlough, officiaNy con- 
nected with this association, have ren- 
dered effective service for the delin- 
quent and dependent children of that 
state. In. Tennessee, the juvenile court 
bill that was passed was declared un. 
constitutional, and recently Attorney 
ww. PT. ‘Cooper, of Chattan has cor. 
sented to draw another bill for that 
state, and literature has been placed 
by this association for that p¢erpose in 


his hands. Several societies formed in 
Virginia are also seeking wise legisia- 
tion on behalf of her offending children; 
so in the state of Mississippi, with a 
strong legislative committee !n Jackson, 
the capital of the state, besides others 
in Vicksburg and Natchez, all organized 
by this association. 

“Of course, it must be understood that 
in all these states there were: those in- 
terested in such work, but with many 
interest was awakened or increased, and 
efforts were put forth that such inter- 
est might take practical and legalized 
form. 

“More would have been accomplished 
in these and other states by the advo- 
cates of prison and juvenile reform 
methods, if there was not something 
still remaining in governmental depart- 
ments akin to Diakens’ “Circumiocution 
office,”” whose supreme purpose was not 
to adopt the measures proposed by 
thinkers and benefactors (alias ‘“‘visiona- 
ries’’) or to postpone such measurés as 
long as possible when demanded Dy an 
increasing number of philanthropic citi- 
zens. 

On the Juvenile State Farm. 


“The net proceeds of this farm, given 
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by our president, Dr. L. G. Hardman, 
have been $651.84, counting $200.75 for 
corn, fodder, etc, owned by the associa- 
tion and not reported by the treasurer. 

“A landscape gardener has beeen ¢m- 
ployed and has submitted plans and the 
same have been accepted. 

“Plans are being matured as rapidly 
as possible to campaign the state with 
the view of raising funds for the erec- 
tion of other buildings. Two gentlemen, 
namely, Dr. F. E. Amdrews and Rev. 
H. BE. McClure, have signed contracts to 
assist in this work and they both re- 
ported yesterday that thev are ready 
to give themselves entirely to this 
work. Two young ladies of Columbus, 
Ga., Misses Elise Hanserd and Kate 
Holsted, have signified their willingness 
to join in the work as teachers as soon 
as their present school term closes. 
They have had spectal training at the 
George Junior Republic. 

“My own idea is that we ought to put 
up one building, for which lumber is 
sawed, a8 soon as possible and formally 
announce the opening of the _juventle 
state not later than June |, this year.”

"REGARDING THE “SOLID SOUTH. of 


On Monday of this week The Constitution published an editorial under 
the caption, “As to the Solid South,” which has excited much favorable com- 
Ment and calied for some criticism. 

In the aforesaid editorial: The Constitution, in substance, expressed the 
conviction that the practice of arbitrating political controversy in this sec- 
tion by dead instead of living issues was tantamount to a political censor- 
ship which was harmful to the south. 

A ‘correspondent of The Macon Telegraph, upholding the views of that 
paper, says: “One of the most offensive things to me is the assumption 
that the south must become republican in order to take part in govern- 
ment.” ; . 

This, in conjunction with the inferentia] characterization of the proposed 
Atianta banquet to President-elect Taft as an “attempt to republicanize 
Georgia and the south,”. fairly conveys the counter arguments of that side 
of the question. : 

The very “assimption,” here plainly implied, that the free discussion of 
political principles by republicans in this section is equivalent to a “republi- 
canization” of the south, is an assertion of democratic weakness which The 
Constitution, as a democratic newspaper, feels easanecly to combat with its 
every energy. 

DEMOCRATIC PRINCIPLES ARE NOT SO WEAK AND OBSOLETE 
THAT THEY CANNOT BEAR THE BROAD LIGHT OF DAY, THE SQUARE 
TEST OF DISCUSSION AND CONTROVERSY FROM EVERY CONCEIV- 
ABLE POINT OF THE POLITICAL COMPASS. 

It is in the full confidence of the democratic creed to favorably combat 
every adverse or antagonistic principle that The Constitution rests its secu- 
rity in the face of the arguments of. big and little republicans or the ad- 
herents of any other inimical party. 

But ft ts unwilling that the democratic party in the south should meet 
the live arguments of the day in which we live with past issues and the 
logic of a half century ago!

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ON WHICH LIST? 


Within a month—by February 10, to be exact—each county in the state 
must have decided just what it proposes to do with reference to taking from 
the state its quota of felony convicts for work upon its public roads. 

More than eighty Georgia counties have already informed the prison 
commission that they will take the number of convicts apportioned to them 
and,-in the majority of cases, they want extras. 

The commission has, therefore, positive assurance that every state con- 
vict will be taken for work on county roads, and that the demand will con- 
siderably exceed the supply. ‘ 

But that constitutes no excuse or reason why the other counties of the 
state should fang back or ignore one of the most valuable opportunities 
which has every been presented to them. 

Every one of the -146«counties in the state can get its lawful share of 
convicts, if it wants them, for no county is entitled to extras until the allotted 
quota of each county desiring them is supplied. 

- Those determined and progressive counties seeking “overs” will get them 
only in the event that other counties do not take advantage of their 
opportunity. 

Thus there are two lists of Georgia counties, the live and the dead ones. 

Is there any Georgia county which will willingly and deliberately place 
itself in the latter category? 

On which list? That is the question that now confronts the 146 com- 
munities of Georgia, each of which is a minor but distinct and separate gov- 
ernmental division with certain important duties and functions to perform. 

One of the chief among these functions is the building and maintenance 
of good roads. eo 

Nothing is so clearly indicative of the quality and character of a com- 
munity, measured by the standard of progress and growth, as its roads. 

Strange-to state, not a county in the state has as yet taken advantage 
of that feature of the new law which provides that two or more counties 
may combine their interests and constitute one gang of those convicts al- 
lotted to all of them which are parties to the agreement. 

No better opportunity has ever been afforded to the smaller and less 
populous counties of the state to fal] ih line with progress and build for the 
present and the future. 

By sharing the expense the burden is lightened and the nilentio’ work 
may be readily accomplished. 

Perhaps more of these community plans will be forthcoming now that 
the time for final determination of the matter is at hand. 

Many counties have waited until the beginning’ of the new year, when 
newly-elected boards. of county commissioners took hold. Gwinnett, for in- 
stance, has just announced determination to take a full share, both of reg- 
ulars and “overs,” and to issue bonds to further road construction. 

There is yet time to act, but the time is growifig shorter. : 

By February 10 the commission must have all information in hand, in 
order that it may promptly map out its program of distribution. 

_ Every county in Georgia should take up the question now and proceed 
promptly to get squarely upon the “live” list.

ready overcrowded when in addition to 
the multiplying vehicles, more street 
cars pass back and forth upon it than 
upon any other city street? 

Look at the south side: It has no less 
than five well paved city streets—Capitol 
avenue, Washington, Pryor, Whitehall 
and Peters—leading practically to the 
city Mimits and all running into impor- 
tant country roads. They are feeders 
to the country beyond in ~ practically 
every direction. 

Yet on the north side Peachtree street 
is compelled to take care of alt this 
class of traffic, light and heavy alike, 
from ‘bicycles to the heavy tonnage of 
the steel mills, delivery wagons, farm 
produce.and the automobdile—all of them 
Seo there because it ts the only smooth- 
ly paved street within their reach, and 
they don’t want to go anywhere else. 

Now, it seems to me that this is a 
situation which ought to command the 
early and the earnest consideration of 
the city government. Therefore, I am 
going to offer a suggestion which ap- 
pears to me a valuable and timely one, 

There is in it a little of the selfish, be- 
ciuse I would like to see my own street 
improved and its values enhanced, but 
there is vastly more of the practical and 
of increased value to the city itself as a 
whole. 

The only way in which to relieve this 
heavy traffic on Peachtree street, which 
is becoming a serious menace to the 
public, is to provide another equally weli 
paved street extending likewise from 
the city’s center to its fimits and af- 
fording ¢asy access to country as well 
as city vehicles, 

There is no question that Spring street 
is best adapted to this purpose, and the 
city ought to take immediate steps to 
pave it in asphalt, wooden blocks or 
gome equally satisfactory material as 
soon as the work can be done.

new enterprises, which the company

After the authorization by them the 
directors will act upon the proposition 
to authorige the issue and finally the 
proposition will be submitted to ne 
railroad commission of Georgia for their 
approval. 

The proposed bond issue will pay 5& 
per cent, and will be among the best 
securities to be offered on the market. 
Won't Be Issued at Present. 


While the issue will probably be aue 
thorized at this meeting, it is expected 
that it will be some years yet before 
any of these bonds are placed on the 
arket, as the Georgia Railway and 
ectric Company is known to have 
made more dividends on its common 
the year of 1908, just 
closed, than any year in its history, not 
excepting the year i907, the banner 
year of the company. 

It ds stated that previous bond issue 
of the company, which allowed up toe 
about $11,000,000 to be issued, has been 
issued in the multifarious improvements 
and extensions which have been made 
by this company during the past few 
years, and which hag resulted in giving 
Atlanta and Fulton county one of the 
biggest and best systems in the coun- 
try. The proposed issue will be for the 
purpose of refunding the outstanding 
indebtedness, but this is followed by the 
assertion that the outstanding bonds will 
not be taken up, but $11,000,000 of the 
new 5 per cent bonds will be set aside 
for their redemption, and only the $9,- 
000,000 left utilized for the purpose of 
extending the various lines, and in the 
acquisition’ of new property. Only 75 
per cent of the amount expended in such 
a project can be secured from the bonds, 
so that to do $1,000,000 in adidtional 
building only $750,000 in bonds can be 
had. 

President Arkwright Talks. 


“The proposition to issue bonds for 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany,” eaid President Arkwright, ‘“‘is 
for the purpose of securing the right to 
issue bonds to refund the outstanding 
issue of about $11,000,000, and to allow 
a margin with which we can build and 
extend the system and make such add- 
tions from time to time as may be 
necessary. 

“The proposed issue will be solely for 
the purpose of extension and the acqul- 
sition of new property, and not one cent 
of the proposed bond issue will be al- 
lowed for paying debts, for we don’t 
need any money for that purpose, as our 
last year has been probably our best; 
it can’t go for repairs, and we only, 
want it for the one purpose of extension 
and the acquisition of new property. 
“Suppose, for instance, we should 
want to extend the Buckhead line to 
Roswell, the West Peachtree line to the 
junction of Peachtree and West Peach- 
tree; the Marietta line to the Inman 
yards, the Decatur line to Stone Moun- 
tain, we would need additional funds 
for thid purpose, and it would be only 
then that these bonds would be placed 
on the market and sold for the specific 


purpose of extension. 
“TI¢ we should rebuild the line from 


the viaduct to Peachtree Creek we 
could not touch these bonds, as_ that 
‘would be for a purpose other than that 
which we propose to ask the issue. 

“It will simply be for the purpose of 
creating a fund for extension which may 
not be used up for the next thirty or 
forty years, but which we want in shape 
to use when we do need it.”

ELEBRATING THEIR XMAS 


Father Demetry Held Services in 
Church From 1 to 4 0O’Clock 
This Morning. 

This is Christmas day with the Greeks 
all qver the world, and will be ce- 
ebrated as such by the believers in the 
Julian calendar in Atlanta.today. Rev. 
C. H. Demetry, rector of the Greek 
Orthdox church, Evangelismos, located 
at the corner of Garnett street and Cen- 
tral avenue, has been holding services 
in his church, in honor of the occasion. 
Dr. Demetry explains the cause of 
thelr late Christmas in the following 

words: 

“The cause of the difference is that 
the Julian calendar takes the year com- 
posed from 365 days and six hours—1i. e., 
we have every fourth year leap year; 
but the Gregorian calendar takes the 
year composed frém 365 days, five hours, 
four minutes and twelve seconds—i e., 
in 400 years has only ninety-seven leap 
years, while the Julian has i100 leap 
years. Consequently, in 400 years we 
have a difference of three days. At 
1852, when the Gregorian calendar was 
adopted by the Pope gorious XIII., 
the difference between - two calen- 
dars was ten days. “Now, after 400 
years about, the difference is three days 
more—i e¢., thirteen days..”

STK MANET 
STILL NERVOUS 


Dro’ in Hew York Central Fal- 
lowed Election of Brown, 


Ohotce of Brown ae President Taken 
to Mean That Harriman Will Not 
Be Active in the Management 
of the Central. 


New York, January 6.—The stock mar- 
ket had apparently disposed of the dis- 
turbing effect of the collapse in Consoli- 
dated Gas before the day’s session at 
the stock exchange had proceeded far. 

This factor had no more than lost its 
influence when a drop in New York Cen- 
tral intervened to give a fresh start to 
the nerves of speculative holders of 
stocks. The reaction jn New York Cen- 
tral was based, like that in Consoli- 
dated Gas, on previous excessive specula- 
tion, although not carried to such length 
as had been done in the Gas stock, nor 
was the news which caused the specula- 
tors to feel misgivings so definite or 80 
@brupt as that offered by the supreme 
court decision in the Gas case. 

The unfavorable influence on the New 
York Central’s price emanated from the 
board room of the dirctors of the com- 
pany, where the action in electing W. C. 
Brown president of the railroad was in- | 
térpreted as belying the supposition that 
HH. Harriman was to assume an ac-| 
tive place on the directorate and place 
a man of his own choice in the man- 
agement of the system. 

Control of New York Central is about 
the latest of a large number of new 
activities in the railroad world, which 
have been assigned to Mr. Harriman 
in a constant succession ever since last 
April, when he ‘“‘rescued the Erie” by 
coming forward tg purchase a block of 
that company’s notes necessary to meet 
a default on maturing obligation and 
save a receivership. ‘The conjectures 
over the course of the plans of the 
group of powerful capitalists represent- 
ed by Mr. Harriman have ‘een busy 
at all periods of the prolonged specula- 
tion that has been in progress since that 
time. 

The inference drawn from the result 
of the New York Central decision of a 
president, that the latest and most con- 
spicuous of these conjectures was mis- 
taken, was not relished by the specula- 
tive contingent. Heavy speculative 
i.quidation was renewed when tho break 
in New York Central occurred. KH is 
not certain that influential liquidation 
“as entirely suspended at any time dur- 
ing the day, but it was disguised dur- 
ing the early part of the session, owing 
to the large demand from the short in- 
terest which met it. 

The bears had sold freely on account 
of the collapse in Colsoliated Gas, and 
when that stock showed signg to- 
day of having reached the linm:its of its 
drastic process of liquidation, a large 
short interest remained to be covered. 
This was especially notable in American 
Smelting and the buoyant rise in that 
steck gave assurance of relief from one 
of the most serious of recently distunrb- 
ing factors. The C@orado and Southern 
stocks were the center of another dem- 
onstration on the strength of rumors 
concerning the alleged terms to be offer- 
ed to hold" ofethe preferred stocks by 
the Chicag Burlington and Quincy au- 
thorities. 

The whole market was ‘:mpressiveiy 
strong at one period, but prices quickly 
melted away with the renewal of the 
liquidation late in the day. There were 
some quarters of the list where the riss 
in prices has been most marked,: where 
the effort to take profits developed a 
practical withdrawal of support § for 
prices recently in evidence. ‘The effect 
on speculative sentiment was disquieting 
and gave additional impulse to the seli- 
ing. The money market continued to 
work easier, and it was evident that 
large resources were fiowing back into 
the banks and seeking employment in 
the money market. The day ended at 
the stock exchange with a rally in _prog- 
ress, which owed much, palpabty, to 
hasty covering of shorts. The day’s net 
changes in many pro.iinent stocks are 
smali in consequence. New York Cen- 
tral, which closed last night at 128, sold 
up 129% in the morning, broke to 1/23 
and closed at 125%.

~ CAN BE LOCATED IN BLOOD 


And Destroyed Before it Reaches 
the Langs—So Dr. Rosenbergh 
Claims. 

Philadelphia, January 6.—What is con- 
sidered by medical men to be the most 
important discovery in the war against 
tuberculosis since the finding of the tu- 
berculosis bacillus by Koch, is contained 
in an announcement bBy Dr. Randle C. 
Hosenbergh, of the chair of bacteriology 
at Jefferson Medical college. Dr. Ro- 
senbergh declares that the tuberculosis 
germ can be located in the dlood before 
it reaches the Jungs and that in view of 
this can be destroyed by very simple 
treatment. By use of antitoxin, he 
thinks, the disease can be goon stamped 
out. 

A paper on Dr. Rosenbergh's research 
is to appear in a medical journal, but 
the reevite he says he has obtained, 
were diacussed yesterday before the fac- 
ulty of Jefferzon college.
